rived, 
however, he changed his 
mind, being irresistibly drawn by 
the desire to follow his boy to the 
grave. 
Mr. Berkeley is fully convinced 
that his son’ s death was due to a 
senseless exercise required of ap­ 
plicants for membership to Kappa 
Alpha fraternity, and he has no 
intention of allowing the matter 
to drop. 
He will demand that of­ 
ficers of the university take the af­ 
fair under advisement and mete out 
to those students directly concern­ 
ed, in what he believes to be the 
untimely end of his son, such pun­ 
ishment as will put an end to the 
tactics followed in this case.

Berkeley, 
of 
St. 
Louis, whose son, Edward, a stu­ 
dent at Cornell, was drowned last 
Friday afternoon in Seneca canal, 
near Geneva, N . Y . , was a resi­ 
dent of Sedalia a few years ago, 
and has many friends here 
who 
will sympathize with him in his 
affliction. 
Y o u n g Berkeley was 
drowned 
while being put through what is 
known in 
college parlance as a 
‘^stunt” by a member of the K appa 
A lp h a 
fraternity preliminary 
to 
being initiated. 
He was given a 
Blip of paper by a student named 
Dickinson, and directed to nail it 
to a bridge quite a distance away. 
Berkeley started to do as direct­ 
ed, but in order to reach the bridge 
he had to cross Seneca canal. 
He 
attempted to wade it, but the water 
was too deep, and as he could not 
Bwim he was drowned. 
Cornell students are commenting 
on the similarity between the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the death 
of Berkeley and those which ac­ 
companied the death of Mortimer 
L eggett in 1873. 
In each case the 
victim was about to undergo initia­ 
tion into the K appa A lph a society. 
Leggett was killed by falling off 
a cliff. 
He was blindfolded at the 
time, and was in charge of mem­ 
bers of the fraternity, who were 
patting him through a course 
of 
treatment previous 
to 
the 
cere­ 
monies of initiation. 
T he fact that Leggett was blind­ 
folded strengthens the 
belief of 
Berkeley’s 
friends that 
the 
St. 
Louis 
boy also 
was 
blindfolded 
when he fell into the canal. 
Mynderse V a n C le e f, an alumnus 
of K app a A lph a and a well-known 
attorney of Ithaca, gives the fol­ 
lowing version of the Leggett af­ 


fair : 
’ “ Mortimer Leggett, a novitate 
of the fraternity, was taken, in 
company with other new men and 
old members, along the highway 
skirting the south side of Six-lSIile 
creek, 
which 
flows 
through 
a 
gorge at the south of this city. 
Leggett was blindfolded, but was 
accompanied by two of the older 
members of the chapter. 
“ It was a moonlight night. 
In 
places the descent to the creek is 
very gradual, at other precipitous. 
The 
effect 
of 
the 
silvery 
light 
through the trees which line the 
gorge led L eggett’s companions to 
think that they had reached a point 
where the slope was gradual, when, 
in fact, it was very steep, almost a 
sheer bluff. 
A ll three men fell and 
L#eggett died within 
a few mo 
ments. ”
